[Text) Not only the local party echelons, administration, military organs 
and people but aleo the regular forces stationed in localities are responsi- 
ble for properly building reliable and strong militia and self-defense forces 
in order to increase the local people's war strength and create a combined 
great force for the people's war for national defense. 


In ite iseue published early thie wekk, QUAN DOI NHAN DAN discussed this 
matter ae follows: 


The present task of protecting our homeland and socialist construction requires 
us to build powerful and modern regular forces and well-organized and well- 
trained reserve forces with increasingly great fighting strength. 


In the people's war for national defense, the militia and self-defense forces 
occupy 4 very important position and play a very important strategic role 
because they are numerous and present in all areas of the country. 


Not only the local party echelons, administration, military organs and people 
but also the regular forces stationed in localities are directly and perman- 
ently responsible for building reliable, strong militia and self-defense 
forces. All local army wnits stationed on the frontline or in the rear must 
have a concrete plan for building and consolidating militia and self-de- 
fense forces in the hamlets, villages, construction sites, enterprises, or- 
gane and areas where they operate. 


In areas where the militia and self-defense forces are still weak, the local 
army units should assign cadres who are capable of leading, organizing and 
commanding and who are also well trained to cooperate with local cadres in 
building and training low-level militia and self-defense units. 


The army units’ commanders and staff organs are responsible for actively 
assisting the commanding cadres of militia and velf-defense forces in working 
out or readjusting combat plans. They should also help draft a unified, 











coordinated combat plan for the army, mi itia and wseli-defense unite and guide 
the militia and self-defense forces in making combat preparations, organizing 
independent «ombat driile and cooperating with the army unite to conduct coor- 
dinated combat exercise according to a plan. 


The local army unite’ commanding cadres should not underestimate their respon- 
sibility for training militia and self-defense forces. What ie most important 
is that they must concentrate efforts on improving their skille in combat or- 
ganization and command as well ase the training methods for low-level militia 
and self-defense cadres in order to enable the latter to rap..ly aseume the 
task of commanding, managing and training their unite. 


To satisfactorily assist building and training mi'itia ard self-defenve forces, 
the army unite must discuss and agree with the local military organs on the 
plans and assignments regarding assistance to each militia and se’ f-defense 
unit. Local military organs in the provinces and cities can make assignments 
and guide the army units and organe under their control in carrying out tasks, 
and they can suggest to the local reguiar army unite to organize conferences 

or short-term work training courses for the regular army units’ cadres assigned 
to assist militia and self-defense organizations. 


After a time or working period, the commanding cadres of regular army units 
and local military organs should hold study sessions to draw experience from 
their past achievements in order to improve the quelity and efficiency of 
thei: work. 


To satisfactorily assist in building and training militia and self-defense 
forces is to actively contribute to increasing the strength of the all- 
people's national defense from the lower to the upper levels for local 
people's war and to create, together with regular army corps, a combined great 
force for the people's war for national defense.

SECURITY PERSONNEL ATTACKED IN HAIPHONG PORT, HO CHI MINH ROBBERIES

{Text} On 18 July, at Haiphong Port. the Military Region 2 Court held an 
open sitting to try in the first and final instances Vu Ngoc Ngan--a traas- 
port driver at Haiphong Port charged with stealing socialist property and, 
when pursued, killing in a very barbarous manner Sen Serg Dinh Trong Lich, 
head of the goods protection and patrol unit at the port, and causing the 
death of Vu An Duyen, a port worker. 


Culprit Vu Ngoc Ngan, born in 1950 in the village of Quang Khai, Tu Loc 
District, Hai Hung Province, was a driver in Unit 6 of the Automobile 
Transport Enterprise No 4. Since September 1979, he had been guilty three 
times of stealing state property and violating traffic law. 


The Military Region 3 Court sentenced Vu Ngoc Ngan to death. 


Investigations are being conducted with regard to those involved in this 
case--amely, Nguyen Van Lien, an operational cadre of the enterprise, and 
Huynh Thai Son, a policeman in charge of control at gate 7 of the port. 
These persons will be tried later on. 


On 18 July, the Ho Chi Minh Municipal Special People's Court held a sitting 
to try in the first and final instances a gang accused of robbing the 
people's property and kiliing security combatant Le The Bui while he was 
performing his duties on the night of 2 July 1980. Convict Pham Van Tan, 
born in 1945, was sentenced to death and his accomplice, Pham Tuan Minh, 

to 20 years in prison.

ROUGH HANDLING OF ARRESTEES BY PUBLIC DEPLORED

["Learning about the Law" Column by Dao Van Giang, Department of Legal 
Procedures, Ministry of the Intertor: “Stric*ly Implement Policies and 
the Law while Apprehending Hoodlums and Thieves") 


[Text] Recently in certain localities, hoodlums, thieves and robbers 
have taken advantage of crowded places such as railroad stations, bus 
terminals, department stores, aboard trains, buses, etc., to operate, 
causing disturbances to order and security.,. Our people and cadres, who 
always bear a hatred toward hoodlums, have actively aided public security 
agencies in investigating and apprehending the criminals. Some wards, 
townships and blocs in the cities of Ho Chi Minh, Hanoi and Haiphong 

are worthy of being the leading banners in the movement to safeguard the 
security of the fatherland. In many places, whenever troublemakers 
surface, our people and cadres have custom of joining forces in 
encircling, chasing down and de.iver.., them to public security agencies. 
There are many typical examples worthy of citation. Mrs Nguyen Thi 
Huyen, 62,of Hung Vuong Street, Ho Chi Minh City, has several times, 
despite her old age and poor health, participated with the civil defense 
team in chasing down burglars and has aided responsible agencies in 
discovering many burglaries. Mr Tran Van Phat, of Tu Liem District, 
Hanoi, upon returning home from work one evening, caught some dishonest 
people who even ride in a car in the process of selling to dishonest 
businessmen wheat flour pilfered from the state. He cried out for help 
in stopping both the men and the car; he held fast to their car door. 
The culprits tried to push him loose in an attempt to escape, but Mr 
Phat defied danger and hung on to the car, determiied as he was to appre- 
hend the criminals at all costs. Because of his cetermination and 
courageous spirit, the criminals were all detained by law enforcement 
authorities. Vo Van Be, a cadre of the Tran Huu Trang theatrical group 
in Ho CC’ Minh City, courageously apprehended an armed robber with his 
bare hands. We cannot ever forget Comrade Dinh Trong Lich, a shining 
example of communist youths doing their duty of safeguarding socialist 
property at the port of Haiphong, who heroically fought with his life 

to arrest at all costs the hoodlum who drove a car into he warehouse 








to steal merchandise, Five days before his sacrifice (1/7 April 1980), 
Comrade Lich had caught redhanded a band of villainge in the act of steal- 
ing merchandise trom 4 warehouse at midnight with a truck, 


But besides typical examples of the public's participation in the arrest 
of criminals, there still are those with an indifferent attitude, the 
attitude of “only the house with a lamp benefite from ite light" or 
“staying put like a jar when the neighbor's house is on fire." Unless 
they are personally involved, they would not denounce or arrest, nor would 
they assist our cadres in chasing down the hoodlume, 


By contrast, because of the hatred toward hoodlums, there have been cases 
in which the people, soldiers and cadres impulsively beat up the criminals 
right on the spot. In addition to hoodlums, burglars and aggressive cow- 
boye being beaten, there have been cases in which the people, who were 
duped by bad elements, cried out for the arrest of and beat up even 

honest people. There have been cases in which the accom’ of hood- 
lum and burglars who were being chased cried out and po itec ‘9 other 
people as targets; the people were thus wrongly beaten, «id the culprits 
managed to escape. 


Our party and state have policies and laws to deal strictly and especially 
with professional hoodlums and ruffians; these (elements) are certainly 
punished and not tolerated. 


The policies and laws of our state, of our regime, always reflect the 
spirit of severely punishing wayward criminals, but they are generous 
and lenient toward those criminals who have surrendered or have been 
arrested; they are not maltreated or beaten. Even those ruffians who 
have incurred a blood debt toward our people, or the American pilot 
bandite--the ones who committed the most heinous crimes and rightly 
deserved the death penalty--even they were treated humanely by our 
people once they were apprehended, 


The laws of our state re weapons of the people; they serve the people. 
in he area of combating crimes, tue law has many concrete provisions 
which create conditions for our people to struggle against criminals, 
such as Article 4 of Decree-Law No 103/SL-1005 of 20 May 1957, which 
points out: "With regard to criminals caught in flagrante delicto, 
everybody has the right to arrest and deliver them immediately to the 
nearest people's committee, people's court or public security post.... 
Meanwhile, the law also strictly forbids beating or bodily torture, no 
matter who the subject is--even if he has committed serious crimes. 
Article 14 of the same law provides: "With regard to those who have been 
arrested, temporaril) detained or jailed, it is absolutely forbidden to 
torture or use any bodily punishment against them." Now if we beat up 
criminals as we please, sometimes to the point of causing their death, 

it is we ourselves who violate the law. Moreover, this capricious act 
also causes difficulties for and obstructs investigative and detection 
efforts leading to the arrest of all criminals involved. If, at the time

the law, i! be possible te use appropriate coereive measures to force the 
efimine! to abide by the law.” in case the eriminal deliberately uses 

@ Weapon te assault of fesiet the cadre Www te performing hie duties, the 
cadre can use Kise weapon in self-defense after tesuing the command “halt” 
or “hands up,” a8 prowided for by Article 22, Deeree No 101/TTe of 

20 July 1957, of the Premier, Ae for people whe ate confronted by a 
eriminal whe uses &@ weapon te aeeeult them and seriousiy threaten their 
lives or those of others, the law also erante them the right te legitimate 
self-defense in order to defeat that assault by the eriminal., But crim- 
inais should not be beaten te death; in any case they should especially 
fot be beaten after being arrested, 


Therefore, when discovering criminals in flagrante delicto, everyone 
has the right to arrest them and, ae far as violent ruffiane are concerned, 
disare then through body search, and then deliver them to the nearest 
people's committee or public security agency. If one reckons thet he 
cannot make the arrest alone, one should calmly find some way to inform 
public security cadres on duty im the area and then cooperate with the 
cadres and people in making the arrest. in case there are no pubic 
security cadres available, one should cry out and ask everybody around 
te join in and arrest the criminal. Upon hearing these cries, everybody 
should join in the chase, but one should be vigilant and not let the 
etiminal get away by confusing the chasers. If one is confronted with 
4 ¢riminal who resists arrest or deliberately uses 4 weapon to commit 
assault, then on the basis of what is permitted by the law one can use 
coercive measures, of the right to legitimate self-defense, to protect 
oneself and arrest the criminal at 4)1 costs so that he can be strictiy 
dealt with according to policies and provisions of the law. One must 
absolutely abstain from beating the criminal or using any form of bodily 
punishwe « on him after his arrest, 





Ail comrades, cadre. and agente of the public security forees, especially 
these of the people's police forees who perfore patro! duties on street 
»\eoc ce, in public slaces and aboard trains and >. .s, etc., should be 
s.ert. If you find out that the people are chasing or have arrested 
hoodiune and robbers. you should be on the spot and cooperate with the 
people in delivering those arrested--aiong with the proof and ewidence, 
if any=--to local public *ecurity authorities. You should not let the 
people take the law into their own hands, while at the same time vou 
should explain policies and the law to those who have not fully grasped 
ther,

A Gang of Hardened Hooligans 


Of the 15 culprite, 11 were guilty of direct robbery and aurder of conspir- 
acy and active participation in their accomplices’ crimes. They were: 


~-Nguyen Van Son (alias Son “Dua”), born in 1959, residing at Bo De (Gia 
Lam) and previous|y convicted twice of theft and assault; 


~-Nguyen Van Hung (elias Hung “Koan™), born in 1957, residing at Viet Hung 
(Gia Lam) and having « recerd of four previous convict ions; 


~-Le Tran Thanh (alias Thanh “Troe”), bore in 1957, residing at 155, Ba 
Trieuw Street, Hanoi, and previously convicted four times of theft, 


~-lia Ngoc Hanh (aliee Hanh “Die”), bore im 1960, residing at Hi Pho Che 
[Market Street), Gia Lam, and prewiowsly convicted fiwe tiges of theft; 


~-Nguyen Van Birh (alias Binh “Thuong™), born in 1957, residing at LIA, 
Ngoc Lam, Gia Lam Town, and previously convicted once of theft; 


~-Nguyen Van Minh (4ilae Minh “Weo”), bore in 1958, residing at 1A, Celi 2, 
Railway Station Bloc, Gia Lam Town, and previously convicted five tiges of 
theft and disturbance; 


Trinh Van Hoi (alias Hot “Quang”), bore in 1958 and residing at 16, Ai Mo 
2, Gla Lamy

The culprite’  fimes were evident, extremely brazen, cruel and organised 

ones which showed disregerd for the lew, which repeatediy took place over 

« long pertod of time, Which seriously violated the citizens’ Life and 
property, which (Lerupted public order and security and which dieturbed 

the people's peace of gind whenever they boarded trains or vehicles. The 
culprits poeed ee armyaen to commit «rimee=-thuse affronting the honor and 
tradition of the People's Arey ead badly affecting the aray-people solidarity. 


By their criminal ects, they tacitly leat 4 hand to the enemy plot te inten- 
sity the peychologicea! warfare io the hope of arousing and creating contre- 
dictions among our people and disinishing their confidence in our eocial 
eyetem. The judges’ panei, the public prosecutor and even the defenders 
called everyone's attention to the fact that all of the culprite were aged

According t© Article 76 of the 1959 Constitution, the ainisters and heads of 
agencies subordinate to the Council of Ministers only have two forms of 
documents, directives and cirouiars, In actwlity, in omer to meet the 

needs of their work and with the permission of the Council of Ministers, 

the ministries and ainisterial level agencies have been issuing a new fore 

of documents called decisions. article 108 of the draft of the new 
Constitution stipulates Lnat the alnieters and the heads of the ainisterial 
level agencies have the authority to issue decisions, cireulars and directives, 
thereby recognising this practice, a practice which is reasonable. 


However, it is also necessary to establish a stipulation regarding the 
authority of the heads of the agencies directly subordinate to the Counci) 
of Ministers to lesue management documents. The heads of these agencies, 
as is the case with the ministers and the heads of the sinisterial level 
agencies, are tne heads of management sectors and, in order to fulfill their 
management function, they gust be able to issue sanagement documents as the 
ministers and heads of ministerial level) agencies do. in actuality, such 
is already the case. The authority of these heads to issue documents has 
been indirectly recognised in Article 104, Point 13 of the draft, which 
states that the Council of Ministers has the authority to “suspend 
implementation and revise or mullify ina wropriate decisions by the ainistries, 
ministerial level agencies and agencies directly subordinate to the Council 
of Ministers"! 


When these agencies have the authority to issue sanagement documents, it 

ie necessary to clearly state within the Constitution which documents these 
agencies have the authority to issue and on which principles the issuance of 
these documents aust be based. The 1959 Constitution recognised, as a 
general concept, the right to lesue documents and stipulated the various 
forms of documents of the heads of agencies directly subordinate to the 
Couneil of Ministers (the agencies under the Council of Ministers). However, 
the draft of the new Constitution, instead of using this general concept, 
refers to “the heads of ministerial level agencies.” Consequently, we 


suggest that the words “agencies directly subordinate to the Council of 
Ministers” be added iamediately after the words “ainisterial level agencies” 


in both the first and the second sections of Article 108 of the draft of 
the new Constitution in order to be complete and provide a legal basis for 


the management activities of the agencies directly subordinate to the 
Council of Ministers. 


Ill. The Documents of the People's Committees 


Repeating article 99, Section 2 of the 1959 Constitution, Article i121, 
Section 1 of the draft of the new Constitution also stipulates that the 


ly 











people's committees on tne various levels issue two forms of documents: 
decisions and directives, 


Having observed the practice of the people's committees, especially those 

on the provincial level and those of the sunicipalities directly subordinate 
to the central level, we have found that aany committees also lesue documents 
in the form of resolutions in order to embody collective decisions concerning 
matters in the nature of general positions, policies and seasures. The 
“decision” form of document is ordinarily used to resolve specific matters 
or promulgate regulations of the locality. 


This method of operation doe. not comply with the 1959 Constitution or the 
1962 Law on the Organisation of the People's Councils and the Adminiatrative 
Committees on the Various Levels; however, it does reflect an actual need 
that aust be set. 


in our opinion, the draft of the new Constitution should recognise and 
legitimatise this practice and stipulate that the people's committees on the 
various levele use three forms of documents: resolutions, decisions and 
directives. 


1¥. The Management Documents of the Sector Management Agencies on the Local 
Level 


In the management system of the state on the local level, the specialised 
agencies that manage the economic-technical sectors, the cultural-educational 
sectors and the administrative-political sectors ~r such fields of work as 
planning, finances, cadre organisation, labor weges and so forth play a 

very laportant role. Under the unified leaders!) ip of the people's 
committees, thes) agencies bear the primary responsibility for insuring 

the laplementat.on of every line, policy and law of the state within tne 
locality and at instellations. In order to perform their moagement task, 
these agencies, as well as all other agencies, aust make different decisions 
and gust express their decisions in aanagement documents of suitable forms. 


Tne right to gaxe decisions and issue documents of these agencies is 
indirectiy recognized by the draft of the Constitution in Article 121, 
wnies stip cates that “the people's committees have the right to suspend 
imp) mentation, revise or nullify inappropriate de sions by the sectors 
wae: the rg authority...” The right of the spe \a_ised agencies to inasue 
manage .»\< documents (tne forms of documents aid the principles and 
procedures to be followed in the promulgation of documents), if we exclude 
Article 99 of the 31 May 1955 .ew (1) on the Organization of the Local 
vovernaent, is not stipulated ir any .egal document. Due to this 
Situation, the specialiged agencies have experienced very much confusion 
with regara to the iesuance of documents. Many agencies have had to sake 
widespresa use of the official correspondence form of document or use 
verbal instructions and some agencies have established form of documents 


not provided by tne law, gich as ro° #8 and so forth. 











ln order to Laprove the system of management documents of the state and 
insure discipline, orderliness and the right of ownership of the people 
in thie broad field of activities, the fundamental law of our state should 
stipulate the authority to lesue docusente of the saanagement agencies on 
the local level. In thie spirit, we suggest that an additional clause be 
added at the end of Chapter IX concern « thie aatter, The amendaent oan 
be written as follows: “Under the unified leadership of the people's 
committee aad the professional guidance of the concerned sector on the 
upper level, the heads of the specialised local agencies are responsible 
for organising and guidirg thelr sector or field of work within the scope 
of the locality. 


The basic, specialised heads aust, on the basie of the resolutions, decisions 
and directives of the people's committee and the decisions, circulars and 
directives of the specialised agency on the upper level, issue decisions, 
ciroulars and directives and inspect the iaplementation of these decisions, 
ciroulars and directives.” 


With such an amendment, together with the other proposals sade above, we 
will have a complete system of state management documents within the 
Constitution, a systea structured as follows: 

--The Council of Ministers: resolutions-decrees-directive,; 

--The ministers...: decisions-c irculars-directi ves; 

--The people's committees: resolutions-decisions-directives; 


--The heads of the local specialised agencies: decisions-cireulars- 
directives. 


The system proposed above has the following special characteristics: 
1. Bvery estate management agency has three forms of documents. 


2. The collective agencies (the Council of Ministers anid people's committees) 
have formas of documents that are basically siailar. 


3. The sector management agencies on the central ami local levels have form 
of documents that are exactly the sane. 


4. A number of documents proposed for each agency is not too many nor too 
few, is enough to meet the needs of the activities of each agency and the 
documents themselves are siaple and unified.

CHANGES IN BCONOMiIC MANAGEMENT WOULD BRING PROFITABILITY 
lianoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 9 Aug 80 p | 
[Editorial: “Economic Effectiveness" | 


[Text] Not only does an economy capable of nothing but simple reproduc- 
tion mark time, but it also rune the risk of receding, since in the face 
of continual demographic growth, production stagnation will lead to a 
decrease in per capita income. To expand production, the whole society, 
as well as each branch, each locality, and each installation, must take 
econucic effectiveness into account in doing business--in other words, to 
turn out the largest quantity of products with the smallest amount of 
labor, supplies, and capital. <A poor country with low social labor 
productivity and limited capital has an added reason to focus on economic 
effectiveness in order to be able to satisfy everyday needs and to accumu- 
late capital for expanded reproduction. Economic effectiveness, after all, 
is the highest goal of economic management, enlightening imaee of the 
socialist business formula, and a yardstick to gauge management level and 
capability. 


A major flaw in our economic management work at the preeent time is in- 
appropriate attention to economic effectiveness. ‘“ocialist business prin- 
ciples do not fully apply the management system; the pattern of administra- 
tive management based on prefixed allotments still calls the shots. This 
pattern not only causes huge waste in the use of supplies and capital, but 
it also injects throughout the economic machinery such practices as depend- 
ence, bureaucratiem, and lack of responsibility, drive, and creative spirit, 
inconsiderate use of capital, regardless of loss, is highly damaging to the 
common task. A number of production and business installations have been 
in the red year after year, although their objective conditions are in no 
way inferior to that in other places. 





To improve management, it is essential to eradicate the pattern of admin- 
istrative management based on prefixed allotments, and to systematically 
implement socialist business principles. Such a change is mandatory to 
all echelons, branches, and installations in both production and business, 








where cadres Must perform economic auditing and bear full responsibili- 
ties for the resulte of their economic activities, Economic plans and 
investments,...@ust be founded on concrete and solid assesement of costs, 
economic effectiveness, needs, and capabilities, Only economic=technical 
blueprints expected to yield the greatest results with the smallest cost 
are to be selected, 


in recent days, in implementing the resolutions of the Party Central 
Committee Sixth Plenum, many production and business installations have 
awitched to the new mode with praiseworthy initial resuite. Guided by 
economic effectiveness computations, a number of light industry and food 
industry enterprises, including the sugar, cigarettes, and laundry deter- 
gent enterprises inthe south, the Haiphong enameled iron enterprise, and 
the Thuy Khue (Hanoi) leather enterprise have taken a number of purchase 
and contracting measures to partly overcome raw material difficulties 

and to maintain production. Over the past few years, due to a shift in 
the methods of management and product distribution, the state-run Con 

Dao fishing enterprise has multiplied its catch and increased the income 
of its cadres and seamen watermen many times over. With its new policy of 
basing wages on the amount of finished products, the Pho Yen (Bac Thai) 
ballbearing plant in the past 3 months of May, June, and July has turned 
out 4 volume of ballbearings equal to four times that of the first 4 months 
of the year. At the same time, it has reduced supplies, raw materials, 
and production costs and boosted labor wages, averaging 20 dong a month 
per worker, with the top salary reaching 70 dong. The experience of 

these enterprises shows that in the present conditions of production, pro- 
fitability is still possible, with the proper focus on economic ef fective- 
ness and with a willingness to change one's ways of doing business.

LARGE SCALE PETTY THEFTS OF CONSTRUCTION MATERIALS DEPLORED

Don't Overlook ‘Peanute’”) 


[Text] Day=in and day-out petty thefts are taking place at construction 
worksites. They are petty thefts because they involve only one or two 
patterned floor tiles, i=-2 kg of cement, a handful of nails, 4 steel rod, 
or 4 piece of corrugated iron, etc. With emall objects hidden in bicycle 
bags, meses tine, and handbags, it is easy to pass through a guarded exit 
without being detected. Nevertheless, during review sessions worksite 
officials have diemiseed these flaws as chicken feed. 


In the management of supplies it is wrong to overlook petty thefts. “ 
"Small but incessant rainfall will cause floods,” a proverb says. It is 
true that only 4 emall amount is stolen at a time, but if many people in- 
dulge in pilfering on a daily basis, the theft--of cement, for ‘netance-- 
would become a whopping one. 


Recently, in 4 single morning the authorities caught redhanded more than 
80 construction workers selling stolen cement to a private shop in Dong 
Tam Precinct (Hai Ba Trung Ward). Some brought in a few kilos; others 

a whole sack. These are the result of repeated petty thefts. 


While ‘evestigating a large-scale theft at the Dan Dung construction cor- 
poration, the authorities found in the house of a storehouse keeper more 
than 500 patterned floor tiles. The storehouse keeper, 4 young woman, 

came clean and said that curing the construction work on the city Children's 
Cultural Houve she left the office every day with a floor tile hidden in 
her handbag. 


These sotries clearly show that worksites should not make light of “peanuts.”

HANOL REPORTS CULTIVATION OF 1979-80 WINTER<SPRING CROP

[Article: “Looking Back at the 1979-80 Winter-Spring Crop in the Northern 
Provinces" | 


[Summary] “The cultivation of the 1979-80 winter-spring crop was carried 
out by the northern provinces in a situation plagued with objective difti- 
culties. While a Large area of cultivated land was hit by prolonged drought-- 
for 4 to 5 months--at the beginning of the crop season, cold weather during 
the middie of the crop season affected rice seedlings and delayed the effort 
to transplant rice on schedule. In addition, there was a serious shortage 
of fertilizer, especially nitrogenous fertilizer which was only nalf of the 
quantity provided for the previous winter-spring crop and which met only 30 
percent of the required norm. Also the supply of gasoline and oil and spare 
parte and other technical materials not only fell short of demand but also 
failed to meet the deadline and specifications." 


Howeve., thanks to the implementation of various new policies, both the 
peasants and production establishments in these provinces were able to over- 
come numerous difficulties, thereby completing the cultivation of this crop. 


"Cultivated acreage, although below the target, increased by (7520,000) 
hectares over the previous winter-spring crop. Noteworthy is that the area 
of sweet potatoes was expanded by nearly 140,000 hectares and the area of 
industrial crops by (7110,000) hectares and that the area planted with kao- 

j} ang vas expanded to 7,500 hectares. Meanwhile, yield and total output, 
although below the set norms, were higher than those attained in the previous 
winter-spring crop. The total output of grain--including rice and subsidiary 
crops in paddy-«4quivalent--alone increased by nearly 300,000 tons.” 


We could have made the 1979-80 winter-spring crop a greater success if we 
had been able to overcome such shortcomings as laxity in the control and 
supply of water by the sectors concerned, complexity in the management and 
distribution of fertilizer, and the failure to prepare for the cultivation 
of this crop well in advance.

2. Agriculture is an important and irreplaceable component of tho national 
economy. he state's leadership and sanagement of agriculture is similar 
in several ways to the state's leadership and management of the national 
economy. in addition, this leadership and sanagement also reflects special 
characteristics resulting from the special characteristics of agriculture. 


fo insure that the state's leadership and sanagement of agriculture in the 
present stage are effective, it is necessary to accurately calculate and fully 
reflect the following characteristics:

(the siate, collective, individual farmer and so forth), consequently, 
different interests exist, even thougn -hese interests are bascially the same; 


ad) agricultura, production is closely linked to the use of arable land 
and liviug organiems, it is heavily dependent upon the weather, climate, 
etc, 











3}. These common requirements and basic characteristics must be given 
attention when formulating the economic policies of the state regarding 
agriculture, when organising 4 system of state agencies to manage agriculture, 
when establiehing their authority and when applying various measures of 
agricultural economic management to .aplement these economic policies, that 
is, they aust be given attention when building and perfecting the structure 
that will reflect the objective economic laws in the state's leadership and 


management of agriculture, 


fhe three factors (three elements) mentioned above of the structure reflecting 
the objective economic laws in the leadership ani management of agriculture 
are closely linked to one another and create a single entity. Within this 
structure, the economic policy of the state plays the most decisive role. 


When the structure reflecting the objective economic laws in the state's 


leadership and management of agriculture is well coordinated, it will 
create favorable conditions for the economic laws to have an impact in the 
performance of the tasks of the party and state in building the socialist 


agricultural economy in our country. 


For this reason, to improve and strengthen the state's leadership and 
management of agriculture and insure that this leadership and sanagement 

are truly based in science, we must first direct our efforts toward

There have aleo been aanifestations of 
aubjectivies in the organisation of the specialised agencies sanaging 
agriculture in the recent past. The establishment of the Central 
Agriculture Comalssion to replace the Ministry of Agriculture in 1971 is 
an example. Therefore, in 1977, io keeping with the resolution of the 

2nd Party Plenua, the Councld of Ministers issued decision number 275/CP 
eotablishing the Minletry of Agriculture to replace the Central Agriculture 
Commission, The decision sore acourately established the systea of 
speclalioed agencies sanaging agriculture and established their functions 
and authority in a manner consistent with the requirements of advancing 
agriculture from small-scale production to large-scale socialist production 
in our country. 


2. ioe the strengthening of the apparatus leading ant managing agriculture, 
besides laproving the structure of the state agencies that lead and manage 
aariculture, the Laprovesent of the various forme of laws governing the 
operations of these agencies is of iaportant significance. Here, we would 
like to discuss Laproving and etrengthening the process of formulating, 
organiaing the .aplesentation of and protecting the codes and laws of the 
state agencies (hat lead and manage agriculture. 


The laws of our state are effective tools for organizing and managing the 
economy. They define and guide the behavior of man in the production- 
business process, of collectives of working people ami the economic 
management agencies in a manner consistent with the requirements of 
performing the tasks that have been established. Every economic legal 
document that has been promulgated to regulate agricul tural economic 
relations reflects, to some degree, certain aspects of the agricultural 
economic policy of the state. 


Therefore, in thelr activities, the agricultural leadership and sanagement 
agencies carry out state leaderenip and saanagement of agriculture by 
ptoposing regulations and laws consistent with their authority, organizing 
the Laplemestation of these regulations and laws and taking the steps 
newied to prevent violation of these regulations. 


in their drafting and laplementation of laws, the state agencies fully 
ca. culate and accurately reflect the various objective laws with a view 
toward insuring that the regulations and laws promilgated by thea to 
regulate economic reiations truly have an impact upon the development of 
the @conomy. ‘helr activities involving protecting the law create the 
conditions seeded for the objective economic laws to have an iapact in the 


intereste of agricultural development as these interests have been defined 
by the state. 


0 the recent past, ali three of these aspects of the legal activities of the 
state agencies Leading and sanaging agricuiture have displayed gany sajor 











weaknesses and shortoomings, thereby adversely affecting the development 
of agriculture. production, Many legal documents of decisive significance 
in regulating very basic social relations within agriculture have taken 
very long to draft and have been promulgated slowly. For example, al though 
we began in 1909, we have still net promulgated the high level agricultural 
production cooperative statutes (detallea) to replece the abbreviated 
statutes; the law on cropland which was proposed sore than 1) years ago 
still has not been promulgated, etc. This slowness in the drafting of 
laws has led to the point where aany outaoded legal documents have not 
been replaced and many groupe of new social relations within agriculture 
are not regulated by laws. On the other hand, the lLaplementation of the 
current lawn by state agencies, state-operated and collective economic 
organisations, cooperative member farmers and state cadres is very 
haphasard and lacking in seriousness. in addition, violations of the 

law within the fleld of the agricultural economy are not dealt with in a 
strict, fair and timely fashion. In other words, the socialist systea of 
law in agricultural economic activities and management is still weak and is 
being seriously violated. This is one of the reasons why agricultural 
production and management are stagnated, declining and exhibiting many 
negative phenomena. It is also the reason why the state's leadership and 
management of agriculture have had little impact, little effect. 


Strengthening the socialist system of law in agricultural activities and 
management is a very important measure in carrying out the task of “combating 
the negative phenomena” within agriculture, a task set forth in the 
resolution of the 6th Party Plenum with a view toward creating the conditions 
for tne development of agriculture. 


IV. Changing the Methods of Bconomic Management of Agriculture 


state leadersni, acd eanagement are primarily directed toward strengthening 
ard stimulating the development of the ecompmic relations within agriculture. 
The devclopment of the economic relations within agriculture is dependent, 
to 4 very large degree, upon the state's use of the different tools to 
regulate nese cconomic relations. in other words, in the leadership and 
managomen. of acriculture, ganagement sethods play a very laportant role. 
This laportant ~ole is seen in the following: tne application of the

.m @Conomic management, we taik guch about two very important methods: the 
admic.strative se*nod ani the economic method. The adainistrative method 

is prinwrliy manifested in the following: in their leadership and management 
of the eccnomy, tho upper level sanagement agencies issue directives and 

















omders which the agencies and organisations on the lower echelon aust 
laplesent, regardiess of whether they are beneficial to the lower level or 
not, The economic method is the method of using material interwstes to 
provide inoentive for economic organisations and laborers to act in a 
manner that benefits the collective, benefite soolety. In economic 
management, eaci, of the sanagement methods sentioned above has ite own 
position and importance. Here, the matter of decisive significance te 
knowing how to correctly utilise and efficiently coordinate these two 
methods under the specific conditions of economic development. The 
degree to whlch these (wo methods are applied depends uoon the nature, 
substance and requirements of development of the various types of specific 
economic relations, which are determined by the special characteristics 

of these specific relations. 





in the recent past, in our agricultural economic management, in general, 
our worst shortcoming has been the use of too many administrative methods, 
allowing adainistrative sethods to overpower economic mthods, placing 
heavy emphasis upon bureaucratic, adainistrative sethods and giving lignt 
attention to economic methods. The resolution of the 4th Party Congress 
pointed out: “Boonomic management is still heavily bureaucratic and 
adainistrative in nature and full importance has not been attached to 
productivity, quality and efficiency.” Agricultural leadership ani 
management are “also auch in the nature of administrative-supply operations 
ani marked by sweeping subsidies; they are restrictive and rigid but also 
lax, provide little incentive and lack binding repponsibilities in economic 
activities... The various economic levers have not been formulated and 
applied in a well-coordinated manner and place heavy emphasis upon the 

use of administrative relations in place of economic relations. "(1}) 


This is evident in the following: the plans assigned to the agricultural 
cooperatives are usually simply handed down from above and contain nothing 
but legal norms ano “obligations” assigned by state agencies to cooperatives, 
with which cooperatives gust fully comply, whether they have the conditions 
needed to laplesent thea or not, whether they are beneficial to thea or 
not. The use of this bureaucratic, administrative method in piace of 

the economic aeinod in agricuitural sanagement is also seen in the crude 
intervention by ganagement agencies of the state in the internal affairs of 
cooperatives, in their violation of the right of ownership of cooperative 
members, in their thwarting of the initiative and creativity as well as the 
Spirit of responsibility of cooperatives. The redistribution of the labor 
of cooperatives under administrative orders that give no consideration 
whatsoever to tne production and business activities, the interests and the 
economic returns of a number of districts is a specific, recent exaaple. 


This excessive emphasis upon administrative gethods and bureaucratic 
administrative proosdures in economic management has led to very serious 
consequences for the developmert of the economy, especially the agricultural 
economy. 











Agriculture le 4 special econosic field of our country's national economy. 
Within it, in addition to stale ownership, there are collective ownership 
and private ownership; io addition te the etate-operated econocalc segment, 
there are also Whe cooperative collective economic segment and the private 
economic segment, etc. For this reason, the application of economic 
management aethods here suet be very Clexzibie, gust take inte consideration 
the speciai characteriatios of the economic segments being managed. it 

ie clear that, with regard to agriculture, especially cooperative agriculture 
and private agriculture, it ie nol possible to serely apply adainiatrative 
methods, and 1. ie even more lapossible to utiline the adalnlstrative- 
supply, adainiotrative-bureaveratioc style of management. The realities of 
agricultural sanagement by our state over the past 20 years and aore 
confirm that, in this Cleld, sore than in any other field of the economy, 
\t le necessary to make sore positive use of the economic sethod and that 
it is a mistake to give light attention to this aethod., Of course, 
elevating the economic sethod in agricultural leadership and sanagement 
never means totally abandoning the adainistrative method (only totally 
abandoning the adainistrative-cureaucratic methed). This method should 
continue to te used but, of course, the scope of ite use should aot be 
very broad compared to the use of the economic sethod, 





The resolution of the 6th Party Plenum harshly criticised tne administrative- 
bureaucratic ge.nod of managesent and emphasised the use of the economic 
method and the coordination of the adainistrative sethod ami the economic 
method, especially in the state's leadership and sanagement of agriculture. 
in his speech concluding the plenum, Le Duan pointed out: “To control 
erain, we must not use adainistrative forms, luspections and compulsion 

as has been Gone at 4 nusber of places in the recent past, rather, we gust 
adopt correct policies on taxes, the stabilisation of obligations, two-way 
contracts and prices to insure that the state controls the supply of grain 
and provide incentive for farmere to eagerly engage in production and 
happily sell grain to the state. We gust recompute grain purchasing prices 
in order to ineure that far@ers produciag grain earn 4 higher profit than 
fargers in otner sectors.” In keeping with the spirit of bringing the 
methods of mpoaging and leading agriculture up to date, aany of the stace's 
policies and regulations will be replaced. Soon, for example, tne legal 
pan sores of the state for agricultural cooperatives wi.) primarily consist 
of an agricultuscmi product purchasing sora consistent with the prod ction

In conclusion, it oan be stated that we have the complete basis needed to 
develop agricultuie strongly, comprehenaively and steadily, The sluggishnese 
and Gecline in agricultural production and the failure to develop the 
abundant potentials of our country's agriculture well are priearily due to 
the fact that “our management does not thoroughly comply with the line of 
the party, does not correctly apply the various economic laws in 4 spanner 
consiatent with the especial characteristics of our country in the initial 
atage of the period of transition from small-scale production to large- 
scale socialist production."(14) For this reason, in order to stimulate 
extraordinary development by agriculture, it is of utaost laportance that 

we truly boring economic policies up to date, that we strengthen the systes 
of management agencies and that we fundamentally change the use of 
management methods within agriculture. in other words, we gust truly perfect 
the structure that reflects the objective economic laws in the state's 
leadership and management of agriculture. This aleo seans that we gust 
truly Laprove the state's leadership and sanagement of agriculture, sust 
“place it within the orb of the objective laws.” This is 4 pressing 
requirement at this time.

REPORT ON FARMING IN NEW ECONOMIC ZONE IN LAM DONG 
Hanoi HANOL MOL in Vietnamese 1) Jul 80 p | 


[Article by Hy Trung: "Hanoi New Economic Zone in Lam Dong Province Ready 
To Harvest Firet Crop; Three Cooperatives Reclaim Swamps, Plant Additional 
6 Hectares of Wet Rice”) 


{Text} As of June, the Hanoi New Economic Zone in Lam Dong Province has 
sowed and planted on more than 1,600 hectares (including both collective 
and family sectors). This first crop was expected to produce nearly 1,400 
tons of grain (after conversion into paddy). At the present time, the 
people are preparing for their second planting season. 


So far, on land already cleared and devoted to intensive farming, the peo- 
ple of the Hanoi New Economic Zone have planted 669 hectares of corn, 

346 hectares of upland rice, 170 hectares of manioc, 41 hectares of Alpinia 
chinensis, 564 hectares of soybeans, and nearly 80 hectares of other plants. 
it should be mentioned that during this first season, three cooperatives 
within the zone have reclaimed swamps and transplanted wet rice on nearly 

6 hectares. 


Gia Lam and Tu Liem cooperatives have planted an additional 22 hectares 

of vegetables for silkworm growing. The nursery is trying out India 
mustard planting. So are state farms 3 and 4 with tea on 3 hectares. The 
animal husbandry farm has planted a kind of giant grass to be used as feed 
for pias.

MINH HAL RECLALMS LAND FOR PRODUCTION 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 9 Aug 80 p | 
[Article: "Minh Hai Opens Up 22,796 Hectares for Production") 


[Text] Minh Hai Province has reclaimed and brought into production 22,796 
hectares, exceeding the present target by 14 percent and last year's tar- 
get by 58 percent. The breakdown is as follows: 14,876 hectares cleared 
by the people; 4,920 hectares by state farms and cooperatives; and 3,000 
hectares by organs and the army. 


Soil preparation for sowing and transplanting to serve the summer-autumn 
and l0th-month crops has begun early and has achieved striking progress 
as compared with the preceding years. As of 17 July the whole province 
had completed soil preparation on 180,067 hectares, attaining 180 percent 
as compared with last year's corresponding period. This area includes 
91,173 hectares prepared by tractors and 26,107 hectares by hoeing, a 
threefold tncrease over last year; the remaining soil was prepared with 
draft power. Sowing and transplanting of summer-autumn rice has been com- 
pleted on 28,770 hectares, exceeding norms by 15 percent and last year's 
summer-autumn season by 60 percent. Topping the sowing-transplanting 
list are Hong Dan District with 10,161 hectares, Vinh Loi District with 
9,106 hectares, and Gia Rai District with 4,000 hectares; Minh Hai City 
trails far behind with 1,995 hectares. 


The summer-autumn acreage on which sowing and transplanting has been com- 
pleted includes some 20,000 hectares using the direct sowing technique, 
over 6,000 hectares of this amount by applying the dry sowing method. 
fnis method helps ease dependence on rainfall and makes it possible to 
sow and transplant more in a hurry. Minh Hai has also sowed early 10th- 
month rice seedlings on 86,996 hectares, and delayed as well as tardy 
rice seedlings on 12,681 hectares. The movement to produce stable manure 
has progressed: 10 in 13 districts and city in the province have pro- 
duced 6,300 tons.

WRONGDOLNGS IN HANOL FOOD STORES EXPOSED 
lianoi HANOI!

(Text! On 27 June, the Kim Lien foodetore received 893 ke of sea fish to 
be sold at 1,05 dong per kg. But instead of abiding by that retail price, 
the store arbitrarily marked it up to 1.40 dong per kg. We do not know 
the “deep” reason for that markup, but we do know that when the city work- 
ers’ inepection group arrived for a check, the store had already put aside 
‘1 ke of prime-quality fish, purportedly for “internal retail sale.” 


As if thie were not enough, while the inspection was going on, two sales- 
persons at a fish counter (in that same store) hid 2.55 ke of prime-quality 
fish. Exposed, they denied any wrongdoing, but finally, when the inspec- 
tors clearly told them where they had concealed the fish, they embarrassing- 
ly said, “This has been laid away for personal purchase.” 


Continuing their visit, the inspectors discovered similarly regrettable 
wrongdoings in other foodstores. In one store, too much prime meat had 
been put aside for “internal sale"; in another store, meat had been cut 

rom ribe and stolen; in still another store the total of ration stamps 
was found to be emailer than the amount of cash received, although the two 
are supposed to correspond. It can be said that such infractions exist 
everywhere. 


in conclusion, “The Builder” wishes to offer two observations: First, the 


vctivity of the workers’ inspection group is good and very helpful. It 
i.e hoped that the inspectors wall continue their check in 4 permanent 

und re frequent manner, zeroing in not only on tt’: ‘ood branch but also 
om ther branches.
